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REMARKS 

The Examiner's rejections are attended to aiid travelled below. 

Clain^ 15-16 and 1-6 a,^ injected under 35 US.C. 112, second paragraph as 
bemg indefinite for failing to paiticuJariy point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Applicant has amended claim 15 
to be more clear. Applicant has also amended 'the coiresponding inner rail" of 
clam. 15 to be -the conesponding first rail». Regaling to claim I. Applicant 
considers that claim 1 has clearly recited that the rail assembly does not includes 
the server and the cabinet According to the preamble of claim 1. "A rail 
assembly for mounting a s«ver into a cabinet" indicates that the server and the 
cab.net a^ reg^ded as ' Wlcpleces", And 'Vorkpieces" can appear in the body 
of dam 1 (last 3 linw of claim 1).

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Regarding the amended claim 15, the first abutment structure which 
successively uiges the first rail to commonly outwardly move is directlv formed 
from the second rail, and the second abutment structure which successively urges 
the first rail to commonly move inwardly is attached at a front end of one of the 
opposite side faces of the server . However, Klakovich discloses a first abutment 
structure (52) which is a button of a spring arm (50), The spring arm is a separate 
piece which is mounted to the second rail. In addition, Klakovich does NOT 
disclose a second abutment structure attached at a front end of the seven Thus, 
claim 15 as deemed by the Applicant, is patentable over Klakovich, and should be 
allowable. The dependant claim 16 should also be allowable. 

In view of the foregoing, the subject application as claimed in the pending 
claims is in a condition for allowance and an action to such effect is eamesdy 
solicited
